Tne fire is believed to have

Extracts from Letters Which Confain
Glimpses of Army Life in the Ser-
vice of Uncle Sam.

one appreciate the United States
as the "'sweet land of liberty,”
the Yhome of the brave' the
‘land of plenty’, the “‘land of
opportunit;” —the nation upon
whom God has placed the re-
gponsibility of making and keep-
ing the world free from I[mperi-
alism and a safe place to live in,

There is no hustle nor scurry
in the towns over here like in
the United States,
to be doing things as they did &
hundred year azo. Pleasure au-
tomobiles in Europe are as scarce
as submarines in Licking Creek,
and bicyeles as numerous as
Flivers in Whips Cove, Lvery
body rides a bicycle—{rom the
children to grandfather and
grandmother.

Most of the hauling is done by
great carts with high wheels,
drawn by one horse; when two,
or three, horses are used, they
are hitehed, one in front of the
other, instead of driving them
abreast, The reason for this is,
[ presume, most of the country
roads are very narrow. Women
and girls are doing the work of
fmen in nearly every avocation
including street cleaning, team-
ing, operating street cars, and
acting as engineers and firemen
on the railroads. Of course, it
must be kept in mind that this
condition has been brought up
on thé women by the war—the
men having been taken into the
army.

The French people show pro-
found respect for the Stars and
Stripes and for the American sol-
dier.

The seenery of France is very

beautiful, From the top of a
hill near our camp, Wwe can view
the surrounding country for
miles, with its peaceful villages
and fine farms. We are under-
going a strenuous schedule, and
I am confident that our efforts
will be felt by the "‘Bloody Ger-
mans”’ as the English soldiers
call tnem, when we get up on the
firing line. We are not a bit
homesick, There are too many
interesting things to see and do
every day. We cun buy fine
Champagne for less than $2,00 a
quart; and as it the first op-
portunity most of our boys have
had for months to taste anything
stronger than army coffee, you
may imagine how we like it!
We boys are too busy drilling,
and confined too closely to camp,
to meet the refined French girls;
g0 American girls need have no
fear of loosing their soldier beaux,
We boys have a great time
with French horses. They are
taught to obey French commands,
and they understand an Ameri-
can about as well as we under-
gtand a Frenchman,
